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CLAIMS 

1 . \ A method for printing information comprising: 
storing information corresponding to a print task in memory in a print-ready 

formaft the information in the print-ready format being configured for use by a 
printingfcdevice such that the information can be printed by the printing device without 
being pr<\cess^i fcW a driver of the printing device; and 

en^blSiK a selected portion of the print task to be printed without printing a 
non-selectefl portion of the print task. 

2. The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
providing a printing device; and 

printing tire selected portion of the print task using the printing device. 



3. The methoja of claim 2, wherein storing information comprises:

/herein enabling the user to select at least the portion of the print task 
composes: 

enabling the user to select at least the portion of the print task via the user 
interface.
